He was found in Hie vicinity

Milroy and because he could not 
give his name or address or account 
for himself in any manner, he was 
brought 1o jail by Clyde Kitchen, a 
constjinble of the horse theif detec- 
tive association. 


After lie rested over Sunday, iiis 


memory was restored, and he began 
to account for things, stating that 
the last 'lie remembered was when 
lie wandered away from the carnival 
shows in Indianapolis. 


The other person held in jail for 


several days, and who was picked 
up over at Glenwood, will probably 
lie turned..out on his own resources 
late today. Sheriff Hunt staled. The 
man is still not acquainted with his 
own name, and all efforts to obtain 
word from relatives has failed.

Edinburg Water Project Proves to 
be More Than Driller Claimed For 


it 


SAME PLAN PROPOSED HERE 


While Rushville city officials are 


considering the plan of a new unit 
to tile water system by installing a 
large under-ground reservoir, 
and 


•will receive bids on it October 6, the 
same firm which builds such wells, 
has completed one at Edinbnrg, and 
the plans for the one in Uushville 
call for the same requirements. The 
following dispatch from 
Edinburg 


relates an 
interesting 
thing 
and 


shows what may be expe.'-tcd from 
such a well in R-ushville: 


The new town well lias been com- 


pleted as far as drilling is concern- 
ed on the flarvey Quirk lot, 
on 


North Walnut, street, and 
it 
has 


reached a depth of 90 feel, which 
was required by contra'.-t. The well 
was thoroughly agitated for sixty 
hours, after which all -sand was re- 
moved from the well by a heavy 
suction bailer. Aiftcr 
one 
hour's 


pumping, the water was' prcfectly 
clear. 


An endurance test was started at 


7:20 Thursday morning and the ca- 
pacity tested 780 gallons per min- 
ute, or 1.123,200 in 24 hours. A 
higher speed was given the pump 
and it showed that the 'wcll.is cap- 
able of producing 1.130 gallons per 
minute, or 1,627,200 gallons in 24 
hours. The contract fcnlls for 600,000 
gallons per day of 24 hours, hence 
the eapavity is far above the re- 
quirements. 


The temporal tiro of the water is 


56 degrees. An analysis of the water 
will be made later by several chemi- 
cal tests.

started thirty years ago A'ith an in- 
itial investment of $28,000, is now 
worth more than '.ia.OOO.OOO. 


•In comparison with this small be- 


ginning, it is proposed that the In- 
diana home shall not even be started 
until the building fund amounts to 
a quarter of a million dollars, and 
present plans fall for spending ap- 
proximately $300,000 for the first 
unit. 


From time to time other units will 


be added, and it is predicted that 
witiiing a few years, Indiana 
too 


would have .a million dollar Pythian 
home.

says that in addition to 
Rushville, 


Shelbyville, Greenwood, 
Lafayette,

On account of the location, it is

So far the navy has actually in- 
stalled on ships of the fleet thirty 
airplane catapults, (capable of, op- 
erating daily.
